There 
is a wonderful lack of interest in the 
matter here in Washington, probably 
because the case has been tried in the

form and been decided. 


Mr. ScOville promises that there 
be no defence but insanity, but the 
counsel for the government are pre- 
pared to meet all others. There is a 
suspicion that it is the intention of 
Guiteau's counsel sometime in the 
course of the trial to raise the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction,

entered. When the case was brought 
to the attention of Judge Cox at the 
time of Guiteau's arraignment he 
said that the question ought to bo 
argued before the day set for trial 
and that for the purpose of argument 
the plea should be withdrawn.

For instance, if you 
sugar down pineapples or strawberries, 
you get a delightful natural syrup, but 
your white sugar alone will cost you 88 
cents a gallon, and the fruit is expwi- 
sive, as you know 
The flavor is just at 


its proper strength, and will not go a 
great way in flavoring additions to the 
syrup, and so only a small portion of 
the fruit syrups and essences of com- 
merce have 
any fruit about 
them

The old monkish Joctiine that poverty 


is hi.Iy i; not of much weight in the secu- 
lar period, whose gospel is political econ- 
omy. The (-oft climate of Syria and it: 
pfcinal sunshine permitted and permit 
an indolence and carelessness as to a 
pro\"Kion for the morrow which in our 
ligiJ latitude would speedily lead to the 
extinction of the human race. 
The 


most Lhrifty of the nations, according to 
all accounts, is the volatile, pleasure- 
loving, sensuous French. Malthus him- 
self would be delighted at the self-con- 
trol «f the French peasant in the matter 
of a family. He obeys the primal com- 
mand in Genesis just so far as it is pru- 
dent to do so, and no farther. When 
the warmth of the French temperament 
is taken into account, the average 
Frenchman must be admitted to be a 
model of self-control and foresighted 
calculation. Meantime, the population 
of France remains hot stationary, but its 
increase is slow, and her soldiers grow 
more noticeably undersized. However, 


manikin, armed with

loader, is as effective a killer as a giant, 
with the added advantage of not being 
so good a mark for the enemy, which 
Falstaff regarded as a great merit in his 
recruits. 


Economy in France has long been re- 


luced to a system, as everything else 
has been. The French are philosophers 
n the matter of expenditure, and of 
utilizing everything to its utmost fibre.

Other of the same extent on the globe, 
and by an industrial skill which makes 
all nations tributary to the artisans and 
manufacturers of France. Within .her 
straitened limits, straitened by cbmsari- 
soa with our own, France has a Morth, 
and South as distinct as we have, which 
ixtend over so large a part of a conti- 
nent. In Languedoc she is semi-tropi- 
cal, and has all "the wealth of light of 
he South" along the'shores of the Mcdi- 
erranean, while in" Brittany, with its 
egend-haunted Atlantic coast.sbe has the 
>racing air of New England or Scotland. 
France is, indeed, a self-contained, 


elf-sufficing country, with a great vart- 
ty of product, climate and scenery 
within her own borders, so that her 
wealthy and fashionable classes have lit- 
le occasion to travel abroad for pleasure 
:nd to enrich other countries by their 
'xpcnditure, while the opulent of all 
ands in both hemispheres make Paris 
heir headquarters for purposes of re- 
axation, dissipation and pleasure, lavish- 
ng in that capital their gold with an un- 
paring hand. 


Our own philosopher, Franklin, who 


Breached a gospel of thrift in his max- 
ms, which arc as homely as those of the 
loughman's poet, Hesiod, doubtless 
Irew a part o£ his inspiration from 
French sources. 


Even in this country, with its sparse 


wpulation scattered over a continent, 
ind with its unparalleled opportunities 
"or all to acquire a competency, if not 
jpuleuce, thrift is not to be despised or 
dispensed with as a needless virtue in 
he midst of .so much plenty. 
For 


vicked waste makes ivoful wait, here as 
:I;-ewhcre. The race here is on fire, as 
in English observer pays, with the allur- 
ng prospect o£ wealth for all. But the 
low and sure methods of accumulation 
are at a discount, and everybody wants 
.0 vault into a fortune at a bound. 
3ence the country is always populous 
vith failures, and is strown, like a beach 
if tcr .1 storm, with financial wrecks. 


"Poor Richard's Almanac," as a code 


f economical ethics and guide to pros- 
jcrity, is not much consulted in these 
lays." Expensiveness is a trait of com" 
uiercial and industrial nations living in 
cold climates. The people of New Eng- 
and, before they became industrial and 
3ommercial, were a most frugal people. 
Bean porridge, which has ceased to be 
iven a culinary tradition among us, was 
as common an article of old-fashioned 
Kovanglian diet as black broth was in 
-parta. Now even the families of la- 
borers would disdain it. 
Meantime, 


iiomely virtue as thrift is, it is by thrift 
diat men and communities both come to 
;rcatncss. 


Small things properly husbanded, un- 


irringly lead to great things. If New 
England is opulent and luxurious to-day, 
it is because of the thrift of the New 
England of other days. We Americans 
sf to-day, for obvious reasons, not 'only 
liave not the thrift of our ancestors, but 
we are far behind Europeans of what- 
ever nationality in that respect. 


Our southern people were in other 


days unthrifty, and rather prided them- 
selves on the.fact, scorning the inventive 
and gainful disposition of the Yankee. 
But the southerner of to-day is beginning 
to be a changed man from him of the 
antebellum period, who regarded it as 
unbecoming a gentleman to contribute 
anything to the patent office. 


Carlyfe alludes to the fact that the 


ancient Eomans, before they were distin- 
guished as conquerors, were a thrifty 
people, laborious husbandmen. Thrift, 
lie says, is a quality held in no esteem, 
and is generally regarded as mean; it is, 
certiiinly mean enough and objectionable 
for its interfering with all manner of in- 
tercourse between man and man. But 
thrift well understood includes in itself 
the best virtues that a man can have in 
the world; it teaches him Belt-denial, to 
postpone the present to the future, to 
calculate his means and regulate his ac- 
tions accordingly; thus understood, it in- 
cludes all that man can do in his voca- 
tion ; even in its worst state, it indicates 
a great people. 


It is natural enough for a Scotchman 


to eulogize thrift, which is an indigenous 
trait of his race, and the ladder by which 
his countrymen so frequently climb to 
affluence, both at home and abroadJ The 
profuse man, who is above considerations 
of dollars and cents, unless he has the re- 
sources of a Croasus, and even if he lias, 
generally comes to grief. People praise 
him, as Timon's parasites praised him, 
ae long as his purse shows no signs ol 
flaccidity and collapse. But, when the 
bottom dollar is reached, the lavish 
man's beneficiaries and boon-companions 
are found calling attention to the facl 
that they had said all along that theii 
friend Timon must ultimately go to the 
bow-wows. It is wonderful with whal 
resignation the parasites of prodigality 
tee it finally reduced to the husks ol 
penitence and poverty. Meantime cur- 
rent civilization has devised and is de- 
vising, all sorts of schemes and institu 
tions for promotiong thrift among the 
masses of people.
